HOLD THEM TO THE LIGHT

beard—unintentional concealment, 
we:.are sure; and on the 7c Mc- 
Kinley may be wearing it on his 
lapel. But the sure test is simple: 
just hold the stamp to the light, 


NO PERIOD AFTER “IND” DIS- 
COVERED ON INDIANAPOLIS 


Through the kindness of Mr. L. 
A. Pike of Indiana, our attention 
has been called to an error or 
plate break on the OLD STYLE 
Indianapolis ordinary buroprints. 
When we first read Mr. Pike’s let- 
ter we were skeptical; we have 
handled perhaps 12,000 buros from 
this city the last few years, and 
we never noticed anything unus- 
ual about them. But “Just for 
ducks” we looked through about 
300 copies in our stock book and we 
found three copies—the 1%c and 
6c perf. 11x10, and the 7c perf. 
11x10%, just as plain as our last 
year’s hat. No mistaking them, 
and no argument about that period: 
it just isn’t there! A further 
search through stock and through 
a small batch of Indianapolis just 
received from a friend in Spokane 
brings the array up as follows: 

Perf. 10x10: 1%¢c, 3c, 5c, 6c, 9c. 

Perf. 11x10%: 5c, Te. 

Mr. Pike states that he has a 
copy of the 6c 11x10%, but we 
have not seen it. There is no doubt 
in my mind that this variety is 
not a true plate error, but a matter 
of a broken or worn plate. If it 
had been a plate error, they would 
have been commoner, and well- 
known a long time ago. Now the 
question is, were all the denomina- 
tions of the P. 10x10 as well as the 
P. 11x10% printed after the plate 
got into this condition or only part 
of them? As the new small stand- 
ard types for Indianapolis are now 
out, the only way we can answer 
this question is through the kind 
cooperation of the buroprint col- 
lecting fraternity. If you have a 
denomination without period not 
listed above, send it to the editor 
of this column at once for inspec- 
tion. We will return the stamp 
immediately, registered if you wish 
and for the benefit of our readers 
we will reprint the list, revised, 
whenever there is an addition. 

And thanks to Mr. Pike, discov- 
erer of the “no period Ind”!

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about in this strain, “It’s just too 
darn bad. We had a_ Buroprint 
catalog, in the 4th edition, that 
was just about as ideal as humanly 
possible: alphabetical listing by 
cities, not states; B-type styles; 
net cash pricing; blocks of 4 and 
coil pairs priced; half the book 
blank for new issue jottings and 
notes. And now they are going to 
spoil it ail, by going back to the 
cumbersome system of listing first 
by states and then by cities. It’s 
just too bad, brother.” 

We felt that way about it our- 
selves, but we didn’t say much 
about it, except to a few intimates, 
and to Messrs. Mitchell and 
Hoover themselves. We preferred 
to let our customers express them- 
selves, without our influence. 

But since we joined Linn’s staff, 
we have been favored with several 
editorial communications all of 
which, without exception, criticise 
rather vehemently the change back 
to the cumbersome state-city list- 
ing. The latest criticism to hand 
is from Mr. H. M. Southgate of 
Maryland, who certainly must be 
reckoned as a leading buroprint 
authority. The gist of Mr. South- 
gate’s letter is as follows: 

“Are you in favor of the State 
listing in the new catalog? I can’t 
see how you can be. Why not ad- 
vertise the subject in your column 
in Linn’s?” ... He goes on to 
state that he has heard that a New 
York vote shows strong for the 
State listing but that vote means 
nothing except that the N. Y. Pre- 
cancel Society, which is composed 
mostly of State specialists and 
general precancel collectors, wants 
to force the Buroprint collectors 
to an inconvenient and unnecessary 
listing. He adds, “It means for 
me that I can’t bother with want 
lists on the State basis without 
spending twice the time I might 
otherwise give. There is not one 
argument in favor of the change 
that has any merit, and if the 
great body of collectors of Bureau 
Prints knew what was proposed 
and voted on the subject, they 
would, I am sure, be strong for 
the alphabetical listing by Cities, 
regardless of states.”

REORGANIZED years past, the 

deficit in the U. 
S. Postal Department has been in- 
creasing with great strides. The 
deficit for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, is in round figures $137- 
000,000. 

Already steps have been taken 
to reorganize the Postoffice De- 
partment and conferences have 
been held between the Postmaster 
General and his assistants and 
President Hoover with a view to 
putting the Postoffice Department 
on a Business Administration of 
the Hoover Kind. Mr. Hoover’s 
reputation has been builded up in 
the past through his work in va- 
rious great national and interna- 
tional causes. We will now have 
an opportunity to see what he can 
do in a strictly business way in 
reorganizing the Postoffice De- 
partment and wiping out a deficit 
that has been getting larger each 
year. 

Spending millions and millions 
of dollars during the war or in 
reconstruction work after the war 
where the only thing required was 
results at any cost is a different 
matter than putting a sick busi- 
ness on its feet and keeping it go- 
ing to the satisfaction of the pub- 
lic and at the same time paring 
down expenses and getting results, 

Surely, this is an opportunity 
for Herbert Hoover to show his 
stuff. If they would start by put- 
ting the Philatelic Agency on a 
business basis the receipts from 
this institution would help clean 
up some of the annual deficit.

Today’s Mail

A local collector who handles 
paint along with other things in 
his business says that this could 
happen from a new batch of ink 
being put into the cancelling ma- 
chine without its having been thor- 
oughly mixed. Black ink when 
first opened looks like blue and is 
blue if not mixed. 

Another piece from Today’s Mail 
is a very interesting cover also. 
This is from McIntosh, Minn., a 
Scotch town in a Swedish territory. 
Here we have a cover bearing a 2c 
stamp cancelled in red with the 
handstamp that is ordinarily used 
to cancel Money Orders. The can- 
cellation stamp reads, “McIntosh, 
Minn.—M. O. B.” with date in cen- 
ter of stamp. Such a cancellation 
on an early issue would cause a lot 
of cancellation collectors to trade 
their shirt. Today’s Mail will pro- 
vide many interesting things if you 
will just watch carefully.
